News frost the South- 

From a copy of the Richmond Enquirer, 
of the 7th inst., we obtain the following 
extraote: 

A VICTOBT IK THE WEST. 

Additional intelligence received at the 
War Department gives full confirmation of 
the victory gained by General Jackson, on 
the Greenbrier river. *The following is the 
official dispatch of General Jackson himself, 
addressed to the Secretary of War; 

Gbebxbbisr River, Oct. 3, 1861. 

The enemy attacked us at eight o’clock 
this morning in considerable force, estimat- 
ed at fire thoasand, and with six pieces of 
artillery, of longer range than any we havr. 
After a hot fire of four and a half hours, 
and heavy attempts to ohargn our lines, he 
was repulsed, evidently wiiaVtonsiderable 
loss. We had no cava'ry to pursue him on 
his retreat. The loss on our side has been 
inconsiderable. A fuller report will be given 
through the regular channels. For several 
days my oorrespondunce with Gen. Loring 
has been interrupted. The enemy’s force 
was much superior to ours, but we had the 
advantage of position.

Further private acounts of the battle 
obtained last night, state that the fight was 
prinoipally between the artillery, our artil. 
lerymen shooting well and fighting gal- 
lantly. We had only five or six killed and 
eight wound ed. The loss of picket guard, 
who were stationed between our camp and 
that of the enemy, was not precisely known. 
The loss of the enemy was estimated at a 
hundred killed. The most remarkable oir- 
cumslance of the action is that of the part 
taken by our pickets, about two hundred of 
whom are said to have held the enemy in 
check for an hour and a ba'f. The lo'cality 
of the battle was on the pike leading from 
Beverly to Staunton. Oa their retreat the 
enemy had fallen back about six or seven 
miles, to the neighborhood of what was 
known as Stabin’e cabiu. It was not known 
under whose command the enemy were; 
Among the killed was Surgeon Graves, of 
Captain Rice’s artillery company. Cap- 
tain Rice wae badly wounded, having had 
one of hie feet snot off by a cannon ball. 

THE WAR IK KEKTCCKT. 

Nashville, Oct. 4, 1861. 

A gentleman who arrived this evening 
from Eastern ^entuoky, says that the Fed- 
erals, 4,000 strong, advanced from Camp 
Dick Robinson to Big Hill, sixty miles 
nearer the Tennessee line, with the view of 
fortifying themselves so as to prevent Zolli- 
coffer’s march into Kentuoky. 

Our troops have not advanced beyond 
Green river. 

The Federals are fortify! og Elizabeth 
town, where they are encamped, 8,000 
strong, with eight cannon, but necessaries 
only enough to last them a few days.

In the rapid exhaustion of all sorts of] 
supplies in the South, we must look for an 
alternative of relief eitj^er in the raising of j 
the blockade, or in the prompt and enter- 
prising use of Southern capital in the pro- 
duction and manufacture of various articles I 
of prime necesiity. We have plenty of corn 
and flour, rice and tobacco, and cotton, but 
very little of anything else. As winter 
approaches, many of our supplies are being 
fast exhausted. Our markets are nearly 
bare of candles, cotton, starch, soap, oil, 
bacon, refined sugars, salt, iron, shoes, 
cloth’ng, and other necessary supplies. 

The demand for bacon, an article of prime 
ncoessity, is largely in excess of the supply, 
with exceedingly small stocks in the hands 
of dealers. 

The bad surgery in the rebel army has 
called forth an order to have them examined 
by a competent board, before they receive 
an appointment. This has exoitei the in 
dignaiion of the surgeons, who threatened 
to secede from the army, unless this implied 
suspicion of their ability is retracted. 

CORRUPT QU.VBTERMASTERS. 

A correspondent writing from Winchester, 
Tennessee, says that he has sent eighteen 
package.? of vegetables and other comforts 
to the First regiment of Tennessee volun- 
teers in Virginia, and they have not been 
received. He says “the papers teem with 
similar complaints, and aiso of delioioies, 
wines, cordials, brandies, &c., shipped to 
sick soldiers, being consumed by dissipated 
surgeons, assistauis, and their hangers on.” 
He thinks the new government is already as 
corrupt as the old one.

QUARREL BETWEEN FLOTD AND THE OFFICERS 
OF THE WISE LEGION. 

It appears that the offi.^ers of the Wise 
Legion have disapproved of Floyd's con- 
duct, and published their opinions in the 
Richmond Enquirer, at which Floyd is 
greatly grieved, and sends a letter to the 
Enquirer, of whioh the folio wing is an ex- 
tract:

Camp os Sewell, Oct. 6, 1861. / 

In Ihe Enquirer, of October 1, you have 
published certain letters, dated in Camp 
Defiance, purporting to be written by offi- 
cers in the “Wise Legion,” under my com 
mani. The=e petaons pretend to narrate 
my conduoi in this campaign, particularly 
in lli6 Ifttc &ctiou8 on ilic Giulcy &nd rotrc&t ! 
to Meadow Bluff. Their statements are i 
calumniatory falsehoods, having no shadow 
of truth for their foundation, but their in- 
tention, and not less their malignity, is too 
obvicus to permit me to believe that they 
can be injurious, cither to my own reputa 
lion or that of the army which I then com 
manded. 

He then proposes to leave his reputation 
to history, and to his “living countrymen 
who love justice.” In conclusion he de- 
mands the names of the effioers who invented 
and published the libels against “their 
General, that they may be tried by the mil- 
itary tribunals, and punished according to 
the laws of the army.” 

To this letter the proprietors and editors 
of the Enquirer thus reply:

Sir: Your letter of October 6‘.h is before 
us Not reoognizing any authority in your- 
self, either individually or as oommander of 
the army of the Kanawha, to demand the 
namee ef our oorrespondents, we decline to 
comply with your request.

We deelined to furnith the names of our 
correspoadents to Gen. Floyd, beoaase 
of his purpose to seek his viadioation 
through a court martial, instead of the 
usual mode among gentlemen.

We shall dismiss the letter with the state- 
ment that ihe characters of our correspond- 
ents have never been stained by the sus- 
picion of a crime, and that the charge of 
falsehood against ihe^ is much easier made 
than provfid. They are gentlemen, the 
equals of Gen. Floyd, in every respect, and 
what they hhve averred in their eommunioa- 
tiona we believe to be true in letter and 
spirit. 

[Pro-s the Louisville Journal.] 

The committee for aiding the subsistence 
of the fami i»s of volunteers in the service 
of the United Stages Government respect 
fully and confidently appeal to the people 
of Louisville and Jefferson. Bullitt, Oldham, 
Nelson, Snencer, Shelby, Henry, Franklin, 
and Wot d 'or d ton ities. 

The loyal citizens of Louisville, in a 
general assemblage, recently advised the 
Mayor to appoint a committee of the citi 
zens of Louisville to take charge of means 
for securing subsistenca for the families of 
volunteers, and uader that advisement this 
committee has been appointed and has 
entered upon the work of organization, in 
order to give efficiency to its methods of 
aseistanoe. Our main reliance must be 
upon the use of allotment tickets, provided 
for in the set of Congress of the 22d ef 
July, 1861. The object of this aet is to 
extend to the army a convenient method of 
help for the families of soldiers, similar to 
one that has long been enjoyed by the navy. 
The act of Congress provides, under cer’ain 
regulations, that each soldier may alot a 
portion of his pay for the support of his 
family, and the amount of this allotment for 
each company is deducted from the regular 
pay-roll, and the sum allotted is paid to the 
holders of Ihe authorized allotment tickets. 
The committee of citizens, appointed by the 
Mayor, propose to take these tickets and 
raise ihe full amount in cash, where they 
can do so, of the value of the tickets, which 
is to be handed over to the families for 
whose benefit the allotment is made. We 
propose to do this in order that these 
families may receive, whenever the pay- 
ment is due. the full amount named in the 
ticket, provided the volunteer himself has 
not intrenched upon it. And every induce- 
ment that we can urge upon the soldier, we 
shall press upon him to induce him to se* 
apart as large a portion of bis pay, in the 
allotment ticket for his family, as hs can 
sfiare, so that bis family may neither suffer 
as, nor become, objects of charity. There 
is no neces.-ity for either. This committee 
is studiously endeavoring to 'Bvoid the 
orca*ioff of a large eleemosynary institution 
iu its just and necesstry measure.? for the 
proleotion of the families of the voluateais. 
The volunteer himself should feel an honest 
joy in knowing that his pay is contributing 

« p the suppor of those who are entitled to 
^k to him for aid, and he should have con- 
fluence that his allotment money is per 
forming its work most thoroughly, when he 
knows that his fellow citizens at home are 
doing all in their power to make that fund 
as useful as possible to his family. This 
committee does not propose nor desire to 
exprni any portion of this allotment money, 
except in cases where the family wishes it| 
tv do BO. In cases where the volunteer 
allots a large share of his pay, it m ay, by 
piudent us.% give Eupport t# to hie family, 
provided there are not too many mouths to 
feed. 

But soma time must ^ elapse before there 
can be any enjoyment from the allotment 
system. At present wo are paving the way 
toward it as lapiily as we possibly oan. 
Suffering atd dcstitulion cannot wait upon 
any tardy movemmls; their demands are 
imperative and must at once receive the 
attention of the oommunity. Ths members 
of this committee fsel that they owe a spe 
cial debt to sufferers of this olass, but they 
do not conceive that this debt is any more 
theirs than of every family that has received 
and is now enjoying the benefits of the 
prompt volunteering that has saved and is 
likely to secure this region of the State from 
the presence of a degrading serfdom under 
an insolent foe. We feel that it is our duty 
to assist those who thus stepped forward at 
the call cf their country to discharge the 
duties of patriotism, and as it is a duty 
from which we do not wish to shrink, we 
feel confident that you will not attempt to 
evade its demands. It would be a burning 
shame to permit the families of the volun 
teers to perish or even to suffer, while we 
have the means of prevention. We are 
well aware of the fact that the people of 
Louisville have been onerously taxed in 
meeting obligations that are quite as heavy 
upon the conterminous regions to her as 
upon her. Yet her people have uceom- 
plainingly recognized and pertormed their 
duties to these obligations, and we entertain 
no fear but that they will continue to do so. 
They are not the people to permit any one 
to starve in their midst. And we beg leave 
to say to them that there is an amount cf 
Jesti'ution and distress in seme of these 
families that threaten serious results We 
make no call upon any for aid in which we 
are not willing to take our part. We do not 
expect cr intend to appeal to any to help 
(his philanthropic and just miosica forward, 
and Bt.iud idle ourselves. O ir appeal fs 
based upon the fact that we have cheerfully 
recogniz jd our duty toward this cause, and 
having’ led the way, we feel justified in call- 
ing upon others to corns on with us in the 
practice of this piety. We have already, in 
the short time that we have been engaged in 
these labors, met with cheerful, generous, 
and hearty co-operation, both from the citi- 
zens of Louisville, and some of our neigh- 
bors in Jefferson county. The work before 
us, however, is one of great msguitude. and 
our appeal must be enlarged A smiling 
Providence, in the midst of civil and sooial 
disasters, has been prolific in blessings upon 
the stores of the husbandman. His fields 
have rendered abundant returns to his 
labors, his granaries are filled, and his 
winter stores are running over with abund- 
ance. While, then, we appeal to our fellow- 
citizens of LonisviUe to aid us in ward- 
ing off calamity, may we not suo- 
cessfully appeal to the numerous 
counties that repose securely «n the 
safety o£ LooisviUe, to aid U9 in

Sterling Price thinks, I learn, that in a 
few years the Southern Confederacy will 
embrace all of Mexico, Cuba, and the 
greater part of South Amsrica, and that its 
only European rival in power will be 
Russia. H-) expresses serious apprehen- 
sion respecting Missouri, but believes that 
the Confederacy oan prosper without the 
border States, which are now he is reported 
to say, almost entirely Abolitionized. 

The letters from Price’s army. I have 
men'ioned as recently intercepted, though 
I hey report great distress among the rebel 
soldiers, boast of hope, courage, and 
patience. The rebels declare they are able 
to endure present evil for future good, and 
say they are entirely willing to lose every- 
thing, life included, for a cause they con- 
sider sacred. Strangely deluded mortals! 
They seem to believe themselves martyrs and I 
‘ heroes iu a most righteous struggle for their 
rights as freemer. 

NIGHT DISPATCH. 

Camp M’Kinstey, near Stuacuse, Mu, ') 
Tuesday Night, Oetober 15. J 
[Srcctbl Dispatch to the Bepabllcan ] 

Everything is very quiet here to-night, 
bat active preparations are making fur a 
movement on a quarter least expected. 
Increased means of transportation are 
arriving here, and more are expected. 

The seceseionists seem to have no designs, 
for Ihe present, on any point is this section 
of the 3. ate. George. own, BooneviUe, and 
Sedalia, remain quiet. 

It is thoug'ot a number of spies have been 
in this neighborhood recently, anxious to 
learn th« intentions and probable course of 
Fremont’s army. No evidence could be ttd 
duoed fo prove the parties spies, but those 
suspeded are said to have been purposely 
misled, and tohaYe gone to various quarters 
of the State with their mis-iaformation, bs- 
iiiving it strictly true. 

1 havo some interesting intelligenss, but 
am prevented from sealing it by fear of 
bentfiiiag the rebels thereby. 

Rebel Ingratitude. — W e hope the fol- 
lowing case of ingratitude has few paral- 
leh: 

A soldier called, wet, weary, and hungry, 
at the farm house of Henry Hernoli, a 
farmer in Fairfax county, Va , and asked 
to bo sheltered from the storm It was a 
few days af.er the Dull Run affair. The 
farmer took him in. The soldier said he 
belonged to the Union army, and showed 
the Union army uniform to corroborate his 
statement. The farmer fed and warmed 
him, and offered him his parlor, where he 
could more securely conceal him, in case 
his house might be visited by the rebe’s.

From there he disappeared, and 
not long afitr the farmer was arrested and 
carried to Manassas Gap, where the soldier, 
who proved to be a spy, appeared before 
him, and, at a mock trial, swore to a tissue 
of falsehoods. He was the cause of the old 
man’s arrest and ruin. After being detain. 
eJ several weeks, the farmer was sent to 
Richmond and incarcerated in the oommon 
jail, a filthy hole. He was released a few 
days ano, azul reached Washiugtou Satur- 
day night. 

The Northampton (Mass.) Courier 
says that a g^atleman arrived in that town 
last week, from Chlumbia, Mississippi, who 
believed until he reached the loyal States 
that Congress was in session at Chicago. 
The belief that it is doing business, and 
that all the archives of the Government 
have been removed there, is universal in 
the South.

Sect'ssion Horrors Described by An- 
drew Johnson. 

In his recent speech at Columbus, Ohio, 
Andrew /ohoion thaa describes the horrorB 
of SecoBmon in Tennessee : 

“While ye\ beseeching them to act upon 
their own doci’rinc, and let ns alone, the 
hoofs ef their cavalry ware indenting our 
plains, and the tramp of their troops was 
about our homes! And yet there are those 
who aet up the puling cry, ‘Let there be 
no coercion!' What! a ReeeesioBiet declar- 
ing against coercion! Why, God bless you, 
friends, they never got anything exeepa by 
coercion. They eoerced Teamessee, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, and Virginia out of the 
Union. They attempted it in Maryland— 
the Government stopped it; they are now 
attempting it in Kenincky, and there the 
PeopU wi 11 stop it! Their whole career han 
been one of coercion, of outrsfe, insult, 
blasphemy, and crime. DetacbaentB ef 
iheir myrmidons, who were sent, as they 
said, ‘to protect os from the despotism of 
Abe Liaeoin’ (?), would pass tbroagh our 
county, in Tennessee, on the railroad. 

“.\s they went they saw the flag of our 
country, the glorious old Stars and Stripes, 
floating from the gable of an humble school- 
house, where the little boys bad plaoedit as 
an emblem of their pure and dawning love 
for toe Union. What did these miscreants 
do? They stopped their train, and with 
bootings and ribaldry, with ntenaces and 
execrations and blasphemy, they tore it 
from the children, and trampled it in the 
mire! They wonld enter private houses, 
and under the pretense of seeking for am- 
munition, weald rummage drawers and 
desks, robbing the family of the money, 
and the females of their jewels and heir- 
looms. They would order their meals and 
their lodging in tones of insolence and in 
terms of insult They would feed their 
horses with wastefulness, and scatter the 
food recklessly on the ground.

ters! But my daughter, indignant at their 
conduct, said, ‘No; my father is not at 
home; he is absent in another county, 
where he is making a speeoh for the 
Union; and thip, 1 presame, you know, or 
your cowardly crew would not have dared 
to show themselves at this house.’ They 
then sullenly withdrew. As they paseed 
on through the neighborhood, they came 
upon the house of a Union family; the 
husband was not at home, but his wife, a 
stout-hearted woman, had her Union flag 
at the gate post. They insolently com- 
manded her to remove it; she would not. 
They attempted to seize it, and she seized 
it; they struggled for it, but she kept her 
fiar. They then went into the woods, cut 
a hickory withe, and returning securged 
her person with it, 

“ This, my friends, is Secession, and these 
are the men you are to ‘oompromise’ with. 
Some of these same demons, five of thee?, 
fiends in human shape, stopped at the house 
of a man named Markham, who, seeing 
them appioach. and fearing insult and ou*- 
ragi to himself if he remained, and think- * 
ing that they would not be so likely to pro- 
voxe a quarrel with the .‘'amily if he were 
not present, took his rifle from its resting 
place, and retired unobserved by them into 
a liuie thieket hard by the house, in order 
to be at hand In case th>y offered any abuse 
to his family. He had an amiable wife and 
two daughters, the youngest about twelve 
years of age, and the other just blossoming 
into womanhood, about sixteen, as beautiful 
as the morning and as pure as thedawdrop. 
The Secessionists entered and insolently 
demanded dinner for themselves and feed 
for their horses. The wife told them there 
was the crib and the fodder, and they would 
give them their dinner. They took the hay 
and the cora and scattered it about the 
ground, and ordered the la-iies to hasten 
their dinner. 

“In due time the meal was prepared, and' 
soon greedily devoured After sating their 
appetites at the table, they began to address 
rule remarks to the wife and daughters. 
Oae attempted to make love to the young 
lady, when her young sister, seizing the tin 
horn or trumpet, which is kept in almost t’l 
rural homesteads to make a summons to 
dinner or sound an alarm to the neighbors 
in case of an accident, sprang to the door 
and blew a blast. At this the hellish demon 
turned, drew a pistol from his girdle, fired 
its ballet through her brain, and with one 
wild shriek she fell in agonizing death at 
the fvet of her screaming mother. That 
blast, the shot, the shriek, and scream, 
pierced the ear of the waiting fatner; he 
sprang from his retreat, he stood at his door 
— ous glance revealed all, and taking delib- 
erate aim, he sent his rifle’s bullet straight 
through the villain’s heart!

The following plan for organizing troops 
in Kentucky for service for “three years 
or during the war,” has been agreed on be- 
tween the State Military Beard and the 
Commanding General: 

The Military Board will appoint, at the 
various places where volunteers are offer- 
ing, mastering officors, who will moster in 
and receive volunteers as they are pre- 
sented. 

The Board will also supply to its agents 
funds for paying the expenses incurred, and 
for the supply of such articles of clothing 
and camp equipage as are necessary before 
uniforms are issued. 

As soon as ten companies of a regiment 
are complete, they will be mustered into the 
service of the United States, and supplied 
with arms, accoutrements, uniforms, and 
transportation to ihq place of service by 
the regular Quartermaster of the United 
States. 

Also at points convenient to the Subsis- 
tence Departments, provisions will be issued 
to the companies daring the process of for- 
mation. 

Where persons have been authorized to 
raise regiments and may sncceed in doing 
so, they will be commissioned as Colonels; 
but if this occations delays, the Captains 
of companies may form themselves into 
regiments of ten companies, assemble at a 
rendezvous, and submit their choice of 
Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, and Major for 
commissions. 

If they do not voluntarily form such 
organization, tbe commanding General will 
order them as independent companies to join 
together at convenient points, and there 
form them into regiments and battalions, 
appointing tbe necessary field officers

Washisqtoh, Oct. 17 — Special to the Post. 
Mr. Cofia, Indian agbnt, wko ban just ar- 
rived here from Kansas, reports that Gan. 
Lane’s brigade is in fine condition, and 
confident of its ability to keep the rebels 
out of Kansas. 

The liquor sellers in this city are boldly 
transgressing the law by selling intoxicating 
drinks to soldiers, and much trouble is 
caused thereby among the troops. 

The steamer Mount Vernon, Capt. Mitchell, 
came up last night. Some twenty thots 
were fired at her from the battery at or 
near Shipping Point, but none struck her 
Gapt Mitchell reports that 30 or 40 vessels 
bound up with Government stores, and 
merchant vessels with coal and oysters, are 
lying at Smith’s Point, afraid to pass the 
enemy’s battery near Shipping Point. 
There are five batteries, moaniing thirteen 
or more guns. 

A battery has just been opened on Quan- 
tioo Hill, on the bank of Quantico Creok, a 
short dUtance above Shipping Point. The 
other three are between Shipping Point and 
Evansport. There is said to be also a 
battery at Timber Creek, and one gun on 
the hill above Evansport. 

When the Pawnee and Mount Vernon 
went down night before last, the Mount 
Vernon precede'! the Pawnee, and the four 
hundred marines on board were ordered to 
lay down on the deck in passing the batte- 
ries, which was done, thus escaping obser- 
vation from the shore. Thirteen shots were 
fired at the Pawnee, eiz of whioh struck 
her, and one near the magazine. 

The commissioners representing the inter- 
ests of Americans at the World’s Fair at an 
adjourned meeting have appointed an 
executive committc.'*, consisting of 1). P 
Johnson, of New York, Chairman, Henry 
Kennedy, S. M. Leston, of Washington, and 
T. Partridge, of Maryland. The last gen 
tleman Secretary. It is their duly to make 
all necessary preparations for the exhibi 
tion. An office is to be established a*. 
Washington and a description of all article.^ 
intended for exhibition submitted to the 
committee. After their aotion, inventors 
and O'her exbibi ors can apply to any of 
the commissioners or ex-commissioners 

The exchange of prisoners is to be made 
immediately. Justics Doun went to the 
prison this morning in order to administer 
the oath of allegiance to the rebels who are 
to be rele'ised under the provisions of the 
recent official order. 

Gen. .McClellan inspected Gen. Smith’s 
division this morning. Gen Banks arrived 
here to day and has been engaged in consul- 
tation at the War Department. 

Secretary Cameron is expeo’ed to arrive 
here this evening from the west. 

Nothing is said here about Secretary 
Seward’s circular. 

Information received here from a credita 
ble source says that Mason and Slidell, 
rebel ministers to Franco and England, are 
not only authorized to negotiate treaties of 
exi TAordinary commercial advantage, but to 
place the Southern Confederacy, for a 
limited period, under their protection. 

Of thirty-six rebel priaoaers to be re- 
leased only three took the oath of allegiance 
The rest took the oath not to bear arm4. 

The Council elected Walch Mayor, vice 
Beriet resigned. 

Darn'town, Md., Oct. 17 — On the night 
of the 16ih a detachment of 12 men cros-ed 
the Potomac for the purpose of reconnoit- 
ering and foraging. When reaching abou' 
half a mile from the river they were at 
lacked by 15 rebels, two of whom were 
instantly killed. Among the wounded wa? 
my informant. Corporal Gracy. As Gracy 
lay upon the ground, a rebel named Me 
Cartly Lowe, a farmer, residing in the 
vicinity, rushed up and shot him twice, both 
shots taking effect, and was stopped frem 
a third time by his captain. One of the 
balls penetrated Gracy’s back in a slanting 
direction, and came out on his left side 
The other entering the back, lodged in his 
left lung, where it still remains. 

His two weeks’ stay at Fairfax was not of 
an unnleasant character, considering all 
the circumstances In this hospital the 
inmates were mostly of the First Regi 
ment. Every day or two those seriously ill 
were sent to Richmond, as it was feared 
McClellan would attack the rebel lines. 

The night after he became able te move 
about he drugged the beverage of his at- 
tendant. He then started towards the Po^ 
tomac, at the point of his capture, but in 
consequence of large rebel forces he was 
compelled to diverge in a westerly direction, 
crossing Bull Run, thence taking a oir 
coitous route to avoid observation. While 
in the hospital at Fairfax ha ocsasionally 
overheard conversations between the officers 
and surgeons of the hospital. He saw B;aure 
gard and Longstreet in conversation on 
several occasions, and inferred that Long- 
street held some important commission. 

On the 5’h inst. Jeff. Davis was at Fairfax 
and spent several hours with Beauregard. 
Gen. JohsBtcn was understood to bj some- 
where in the immediate neighborhood. On 
one occasion he said to a surgeon that the 
rebel forces in front of Washington were so 
scattered that, if attacked at any point there 
must of neceesity be an abrupt retreat 
They think it impossible to be driven from 
this point. It was generally believed that 
Beauregard would burn the village of F air- 
fax Court-house, if compelled to evacuate 
it. It w ts impossible to ascertain the exact 
number of the rebel troops in and around 
Fairfax. They were variously estimated 
at from 50,0(X) to 100,000. As far as 
Gracy’s observations went they wera better 
fed and clothe*!, but he heard of no com- 
plaints B regard to the latter, although 
their uniforms presented aourious mixture, 
gray predominating over all other shades 
of color. Salt had been scarce, but the 
supply was becoming more plentiful. He 
learned that hundreds of men were employ- 
ed on the sea shore in making salt. 

New Toba, Oct. 17. — The fleet whioh 
sailed from b-.re cn Sunday arrived at Old 
Point on Monday, creating great excitement 
by its extensive character. A flag of truoe 
from Norfolk came down that day, bat Gen. 
Wool refused to reoeive it. 

The circular of Secretary Seward caused 
a depression in stocks to-day. Some per- 
sons think that the Secretary of State is in 
possession of knowledge relative to foreign 
movements whioh prompted such a document. 
Government sixes of 1861 declined about 
2 per cent., and some leading stocks nearly 
4 per cent. The noon market closed, how- 
ever, slightly more steady. 

Philadelphia, October 17. — Secretary ! 
Seward’s letter is received here as timely 
and significant, showing the necessity for 
preparing for any interference of foreign 
powers, and occasioned a decline in State 
stacks. Reading Railroad and other se- 
curities are steady. 

It is reported here that the Government 
has superseded the commander of the 
blockading squadron off Charleston, lead- 
ing to the suepioion that the reported escape 
of the Nashville is correct. 



St. Loui.s, Oct. 17. — The Democrat Ie.tr ls 
• that Dr. Winn, Surgeon of the 23d Illinois 
regiment. Col Mulligan’s brigode. s'ar'ed 
on Wednesday, by order of General Curti*, 
for General Price’s headquarters, with an 
offer to effect the liberty of Col. Mulligan, 
by tendering in his place the release of 
General Frost from his parole of honor, 
taken after the capture of Camp Jackson. 
We hear also that a like exchange will be 
tendered Col. Bowman. 

Hiadquabters at Warsaw, Mo., Got, 16 
We are here with parts of Sigel’s and As- 
both’s divisions Sigel’s advance is already 
across the Osage. His cavalry to day had 
a skirmish with one of the enemy’s mounted 
parlies, and took three prisoners. He is 
in possession of the bridge over the Pomme 
de Terra river with infantry and artillery. 
The main body of the enemy is reported to 
be 45 miles distant. 

Camp McKirstbt, rrar Stbaccsr, Mo , 
Got. 17 — General Fremont has sent a dis- 
patch here, stating that he has reason to 
believe that Price has retraced or will re- 
trace his steps to the Osage, and there make 
a stand and give onr forces battle. 

Adjutant General Smith informs me that 
he has raised 10,000 men for the Missouri 
State militia, and thinks he will be enabled 
in due season to obtain the remainder of 
the 42, COO. A large supply of transporta- 
tion is now on its way from St. Louis. 

PiTTSEUEQ, Oct. 17. — Governor Curtin 
and suite arrived here on the midnight train, 
and were escirted to the Monongahela House 
by General Negley and staff, aud Captain 
.McAuoult’s company, of Neglej’s brigade 
The object of the Governer’a visit wis the 
presentation of State regimental flags, 
which took place this afternoon! in presence 
of a large concourse of people, and was 
quite imposing The brigade numbers 
3,000 well disciplined and well equipped 
troops. They marched from Camp Wilkins 
through the principal s'rects to Allegheny 
Common, where the ceremonies took place. 
Governor Curtin, in presenting the flags, 
made an appropriate and patriotic speech, 
which was neatly replied toby Gen. Negley, 
after ahioh a grand review took place. The 
brigade will leave to-night on five steamers 
tor the W'est.
